Smallpox In vicinity of Hllo. 



Chief Quarantine Officer Ramus reported April 20 the occurrence of 
9 cases of smallpox in the quarantine camp near Hilo since the out- 
break of the disease March 14. On May 9 the occurrence of a case 
of smallpox was reported at Olaa, near Hilo. 

Record of Plague Infection. 

Last case of human plague at Honolulu occurred July 12, 1910. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Aiea, 9 miles from Hono- 
lulu, April 12, 1910. 

At Hilo the last case of human plague occurred March 23, 1910. 
A fatal case occurred at Honokaa, 60 miles from Hilo, December 17, 
1910, 2 fatal cases were reported January 31, 1911, and 1 fatal case 
was reported April 19. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Honokaa, February 2, 
1911.
